And as a further diſcourzgement to ſuch Importation, it may be fo provided, thi tt 
therc be proved any connivance in bringing in any Goods. under the ncticn of Prize, ther 
then the Privateers Ship and the Prize ſhall be bon torteitcd ; one parr to the Iytormer,aud. 
the other to the King, belides all the other Penaltics in the Actof Prohibition. 


Therefore it is hoped the Bill will paſs, which is only for encorraging the taking of French Fr zes by 
Their Majejttes Ships of War and Privateers, whoſe Services may be ſo conducing to the advan- 
zage of Their Mijeſties, Preſervation of their S:bjefs,and the annoying and di(poiling of ubeir Enc- 
. mics 3 which are ſ» bigh Conſiderations and Indacements, as not t1 be dipartea from for fe 
of an imzginary inconvenience of driving a covert Trade with France z which, for the Reaſo#: 
abmwe{aid, (as matters now {tand) cannot enſue withoat great Expence and Haz :rd, and max be 
edditionally provided againſt, ſo as to ſtrengthen it beyond all queſtion, 
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
